Victory Is Stepping Stone 
To GOP President-Lafore 



Tuesday's victory is the stepping 
stone to the election of a Republican 
president in 1948, John A. Lafore, 
Jr., chairman of the Lower Merion 
Township Republican Committee, 
declared yesterday.

Six Months' Notice

area," where six months' notice 
may be required at the discretion 
of the Area Director. 

Meanwhile, an order that "in no 
event may notice to. vacate be 



given, nor may any threat or at- 
tempt to evict the trailer tenants be 
made unless and until the Area 
Rent Director issues a certificate 
relating to eviction,", has been post- 
ed at the camp. 

Thus, though few of the trailer 
residents have places to move, it is 
unlikely that any of them will be 
forcibly evicted in the near future. 

Many of the veterans this week, 
however, were bitter at the pros- 
pect of being forced to leave the 
camp. 

Veterans' Comments 

Said Lloyd Patterson, a veteran 
Of almost three years' service: 

"When I came home from over- 
seas, 1 thought things would be 
different. Why don't they rent out 
apartments in large homes? All we 
want is a place we can call home

Monday 

The Main tine Price Control 
Board closed its doors Monday 
morning after nearly five years of 
administering price and rationing 
regulations in Lower Merion and 
Radnor Townships. 

Mrs. Arnold Doehler, of 116 Bev- 
erly Rd., Overbrook Hills, Chief 
Clerk of the office, at 66 E. Lancast- 
er Ave., Ardmore, pasted the "clos- 
ed" sign on the window and started 
the job of transferring files and 
records to the District office in 
Philadelphia. 

"It's been a touchy job", Mrs. 
Doehler said, "but we have always 
tried to temper justice with mercy 
and to serve both the public and 
business fairly." 

Praises Volunteers 

Later, she issued the following 
statement: 

; "This step marks the conclusion 
of almost five years of unprecedent- 
ed patriotic service by more than 
400 citizens of Lower Merion and 
Radnor Townships, who, through 
their thousands of hours of volun- 
teer work, have prevented inflation- 
ary dangers from taking effect and 
saw that their neighbors had an 
equal right to their fair share of 
scarce commodities during the days 
of rationing. 

The Ardmore board, a survival of 
the three boards that were consoli- 
dated in October 1945, from Wayne, 
Bryn Mawr and Ardmore, had juris- 
diction over hundreds of retail stores 
in the two townships. It has re- 
corded every auto sales since May 
1942, answered questions from about 
50 persons daily, and conferred with 
a weekly average. of eight violators 
of OPA regulations. 

When the three offices were con- 
solidated in Ardmore, Mrs. Martha 
M. Diez, of 610 Pembrook Rd., Bryn 
Mawr, was made chairman of the 
Main Line Price Control Board. 
Mrs. Diez, a Professor of German 
at Bryn Mawr College, served more 
than 5000 hours as a volunteer 
worker in the Bryn Mawr office. 
She served as chairman of the Food 
Price Panel in Bryn Mawr until that 
office was closed. 

Four Paid Employees 

In addition to Mrs. Doehler, the 
Ardmore board has four paid em- 
ployees, all ex-GI's. They witfl be 
given 30 days' notice effective Nov. 
12. They will work until Dec. 12, 
chiefly in moving records to the 
OPA District office in Philadelphia 
and in briefing employes there on 
handling the transferred business.

a Column of 
Chatter About People 
To* Know 

By DOROTHY M. OGDEN 
With the 50th anniversary of 
the Lower Merion-Radnor 
game coming up November 23, 
I thought it would be fun to 
dig up some facts about the 
past years of the annual clas- 
sic, which was originated in 
1897 'when McKinley was in- 
augurated. He had just defeat- 
ed William Jennings Bryan. 
October 26 that year, Lower 
Merion defeated Radnor 10-4 
in this first game. Reports in 
local papers at the time said 
that "the streets nad roadways 
around Wayne seemed almost 
choked with carriages and wag- 
ons carrying people from outly- 
ing districts." 

Radnor had only 25 boys en- 
rolled in the entire school, * 
which was organied in 1896, 
and the papers lamented that 
"all of the boys don't play the 
rugged game of football, which 
is new to the Main Line." 
Subsequently the men of 
Wayne were invited to play 
against the Radnor team be- 
cause it had no one against 
whom it could scrimmage. L. 
M. had enough boys to put out 
two full teams. 

* * * 

By 1900, when McKinley was 
re-elected with Teddy Roosevelt 
as his running mate, Radnor and 
Lower Merion had both won two 
games and tied one ... In 1904, 
with Roosevelt elected to the presi- 
dency, work begun on the Panama 
Canal, Radnor had won 6 games 
to L. M.'s two. The 1906 score 
was 0-0. 

From 1896 until 1907 'Rad- 
nor had an unbroken series of 
wins, but 1908 saw Lower Me- 
rion win by a lone touchdown 
...In 1912 Radnor won again, 
20-0, but local papers com- 
mented that "the valiant Low- 
er Merionites paraded just as 
bravely and proudly after the 
game as they did before." 

* * * 

In 1915 police had to be called 
out in full •force, to clear the field 
so that the teams could finish the 
annual classic because of a riot on 
the gridiron. . .Early during the 
second half, Perry Long of L. M. 
scored the touchdown which tied 
the game 16-16, and bedlam let 
loose. When the mob was dis-

GOP Routs 
Democrats 
In County 

Republican candidates won deci- 
sive victories in Montgomery Coun- 
ty Tuesday — from one end of the 
slate to the other. 

The Congressional fight, focal 
point of most voters' interests, turn- 
ed out to be a rout for the Demo- 
cratic contender, William L. Batt, 
Jr., of Wyncote. 

Four-to-one Lead 

In one of the heaviest off-year 
votes in the county's history, the 
Republican incumbent, Congress- 
man Samuel K. McConnell, Jr., of 
Wynnewood, piled up an almost 4 
to 1 lead from the time the first re- 
turns began to come in. 

With 176 of the county's 191 vot- 
ing precincts counted, McConnell 
had 66,671 votes to Batt's 20, 565. 

In the same way, other Republi- 
can! candidates snowed under their 
Democratic opponents. 

For Representative in the General 
Assembly from the First Legislative 
District, which includes Lower Mer- 
ion Township and Narberth Bor- 
ough, Lambert Cadwalader, veteran 
incumbent, polled 16,622 to 4,568 for 
Karl R. Schoettle, the Democratic 
contender. 

Brunner Wins 

Returns from the Second Legis- 
lative District showed Charles H. 
Brunner, Jr., Republican incumbent, 
the victor with a vote of 9398 to 
Kenneth C. Roberts* 4193. 

Partial returns from the Third 
Legislative Districa, where three 
legislators were to be elected as- 
sured victory for the GOP candi- 
dates. The incomplete vote was: 

Republicans: Raymond C. Kratz, 
39,528; Howard F. Boorse, 39,543; 
Henry J. Propert, 39,371. Demo- 
crats: Virginius Ruffin, 10,865; Bea- 
trice B. Berg, 10,915; and Ferdinand 
E. Suehle, 10,708. 

In general, the vote indicated that 
most of the electorate registered a 
straight party ticket, with candi- 
dates' totals varying very little from 
one to another. 

Thus, according to the tally from 
176 of 191 precincts, Governor Ed- 
ward Martin polled 67,616 votes to 
Senator Joseph F. Guffey's 19,338 
for U. S. Senator; Attorney Gen- 
eral James H. Duff received 67,278 
to Col. John S. Rice's 19,923 for 
Governor; and Daniel B. Strickler 
had 64,816 against John H. Dent's 
19,323 for Lieutenant Governor. 

Schmid Led Democrats 
. Albert Schmid, blinded Marine 
war hero, who was the Democratic 
candidate for Secretary of Internal 
Affairs, led his ticket in Montgom- 
ery County. Incomplete returns 
gave him 20,394 against 66,099 for 
William S. Livengood, Jr., Repub- 
lican. 

In the contest for the past of 
State Senator to succeed the late 
Franklin Spencer Edmonds, Lloyd 
Wood, veteran Montgomery County 
legislator and chairman of the 
Montgomery County Republican 
Committee, walked away with an 
easy victory over his opponent, 
Charles J. Hepburn, Jr. 

The vote, according to incom- 
plete returns, was: Wood, 67,548; 
Hepburn, 19,663.

Very Little Splitting 
\Of Ballots Evident, 
Says Lafore 



Placing the National trend 
and reviving old-time majori- 
ties, OMain Line Republicans on - ' 
Tuesday rolled over their Dem- 
ocratic opponents to achieve 
| one of their greatest victories. 
! In the grand sweep they car- 
' ried all of the 19 election dis- 
tricts in Lower Merion Town- 
ship and the three in Narberth 
Borough. 

Off -Year Record 
Local Republicans not only 
achieved one of the most decisive 
victories in Main Line political his- 
tory, but they established a record 
for heavy voting in an off-year elec- 
tion. With 26,394 registered vot- 
ers, more than 18,000 went to the 
polls Tuesday in Lower Merion, and 
in Narberth, with 3771 voters regis- 
tered 2622 voted. This gave Low- 
er Merion an off-year voting turn- 
out of 68 percent and Narberth 69.5 
percent. 

Rivaling the turnout in presiden- 
tial elections, Narberth Borough 
made one of the best showing re- 
ported from suburban municipali- 
ties. The Borough figure topped 
nearby Haverford Township's turn- 
out by two and one-half percent. 

U. -S. Senator-elect Edward Mar- 
tin led the Republican ticket in 
Lower Merion and Narberth. He 
polled 15,338 votes to 2836 for his 
Democratic opponent, Joseph Guf- 
fey, in the Township, and iti tlrt ■ 
Borough it wa« 2223 for Martin 
against 399 for Guffey. 

Consistent Majorities 
Republican majorities in Lower 
Merion ran consistently around the 
12,000 mark for both State and 
County candidates. 

William L. Batt, Jr., son of a 
Wyncote manufacturer, was lead 
man for the Democrats in Lower 
Merion in his race for the congres- 
sional berth. At that, Samuel K. 
McConnell, Jr., Wynnewood brok- 
er, defeated Batt 15, 163 to 3159 in 
Lower Merion and 2178 to 454 in 
Narberth. 

In Lower Merion, heaviest voting 
was in the General Wayne Election 
District where approximately 1400 
Republican and 100 Democratic 
votes were cast. The Republican 
voting was the lightest in the Pen- 
coyd District, which includes West 
Manayunk and Cynwyd Estates. 

There were three local candidates 
on Tuesday's ballot, one Republican, 
Congressman McConnell, and two 
Democrats, Charles J. Hepburn, 
Jr., candidate for State Senator, and 
Karl R. Schoettle, candidate for 
State Representative. Hepburn and 
Schoettle, both residents of Bryn 
Mawr, failed to carry their own 
home districts. 

Wins Home District 

Wynnewood, the home of Con- 
gressman McConnell, gave him a 
top-heavy majority. 

According to John A. Lafore, 
chairman of the Lower Merion 
Township Republican Committee, 
there was very little ticket-cutting 
in Township's 19 election districts. 

"It was a determined citizenry 
that turned out on Tuesday," he 
said, "and they went to the polls to 
vote the straight party ticket all 
down the line."

persed, Radnor's end. Ray Murphy, 
was not to be found. He was 
discovered later over in the L. M. 
section engaging in a fist fight, so 
a substitute was sent in.. .The 
game remained a tie. 

The year Woodrow Wilson 
was elected to the presidency 
a second time, 1916, Lower 
Merion won by one touch- 
down, despite the fact that its 
team weighed an average of 
132 pounds per man. It fought 
against a much larger team, 
too, with an excellent season 
behind it... It's noted in the 
records that between halves an 
exuberant Lower Merionite 
shinnied up the western goal 
post and planted a pennant 
there. He was quickly snagged 
by the police force, so an in- 
cipient riot was quashed just in 
time. . , 

* * * 

The year 1915 saw a radical 
change in the panics — no admission 
had been charged until Lower 
Merion that year, asked 25c admis- 
sion to Fcnnypackcr Field — Rad- 
nor objected, and said it preferred 
to continue on a sports basis only. 
L. M. had the last word on the 
subject, however, and it has been 
a charge affair ever since... 

* * * 

1919 saw the worst defeat 
yet received by either school 
when Radnor trounced Lower 
Merion, 50-0... in fact, Radnor 
did so well that only one first 
down was made against its 
team the whole game... 

* * * 

Wemen had the vote for their 
first presidential election in 1920, 
when Warren G. Harding was 
elected, and that year Lower Meri- 
on was again beaten by a terrific 
margin. ..56-0 was the score, and 
a spectator, Bob Bunting (there 
was no further identification in the 
records) was called "the exemplar 
-of sartorial effects in a bottle- 
green-tailor-made suit, a pale laven- 
der tic, a green velour lid and Vici

kid shoes with gray uppers..." 

* * * 

The year 1921 saw the ther- 
mometer registering 75 degrees 
—it was the hottest November 
19 on record. It was also not- 
ed that longer skirts were in 
vogue, and waistlines were 
more pronounced on the ladies' 
gowns, which were luxuriously 
trimmed with fur... Lower 
Merion was beaten by three 
touchdowns that year... 

* * * 

At Pennypacker Field in 1923 
Lower Merion again hit a winning 
stride, with a 23-0 victory over its 
ancient rival. Spectators stood six 
rows deep around the field, and be- 
tween the halves there was great 
excitement when rooters tried to tie 
pennants to the goal posts— again 
the police had tc restore order be- 
fore the game could oroceed... 

! That score was the largest L. M. 

I had ever scored against Radnor, by 
the way, and it was the first time 
in the history of the game that L. 
M. had won two years in suc- 
cession... 

* * + 

Lower Merion beat Radnor 
again in 1924, the year Cool- 
idge was elected the 30th presi- 
dent. It was also the year that 
"Ma" Ferguson, of Texas, and 
Nellie Ross, of Wyoming, were 
the first two women elected 
State Governors . . . Lower 
Merion alumni beat Radnor 
alumni in 1926, when the Scull 
brother, Paul and Howell, then 
luminaries of the University of 
Pennsylvania's team, played for 
the Red and White... 

* * * 

1927 saw a 0-0 tie, as did 1928 
when Herbert Hoover took office 
in the White House... In 1930, the 
classic was moved to the Villanova 
College stadium. College authori- 
ties granted both schools use of the 
stadium free of charge. That year 
the Radnor Band made its first 
public appearance — Lower Merion 
had had a band for some years. 
In 1931, no one gave Radnor a 
chance against L. M., but as is so 
often the case in these contests, 
advance dope means almost noth- 
ing... 

* * * 

Franklin Roosevelt won the 

1932 presidential election, and 
Lower Merion beat Radnor, 
13-8. It was a game of heart- 
breaking fumbles and breaks 
against L. M., until a brilliant 
45-yard touchdown run during 
the last five minutes of play 
by Lower Merion's Colored 
star, Johnson, won the game. . . 

1933 saw an historic game; 
there was not one penalty for 
holding or rough play against 
either team... It was an L. M. 
victory, 27-0, that year. 

When Roosevelt was re-elected 
for a second term, Lower Merion 
was winning its 5th straight vic- 
tory, but when he won his third 
term in 1940, Radnor upset all the 
dopesters by winning 31-6. A 
crowd of 10,000 attended the bat- 
tle that year... Dick Mattis made 
his first appearance in 1941 as L. 
M. Senior High School coach, and 
his team won 14-0 by virtue of two 
fourth-period touchdowns by Wal- 
ter Holland, the fine Negro back. 
It was a 78-yard run which he 
made that first turned the trick. . . 
» » * 
In 1942, 22 years after Rad- 
nor beat L. M. 56-0, L. M. 
handed the exact duplicate 
score back to its ancient rival. 
L. M. made nine touchdowns 
each quarter... 1943 saw Low- 
er Merion finish two undefeat- 
ed years, having won 76 games 
in a row. . . 

In 1944 came F. D. R.'s 4th re- 
election, with Harry Truman as 
his running mate... Lower Merion 
was beaten for the first time in 
three years, and it was noted that 
the bands seemed depleted because

We don't know what inspired Dr. 
R. B. Taylor's recent blast at foot- 
ball spectators, but from this corner 
it looks like an ill-advised attempt 
at publicity. 

We hope we're wrong. Dr. Tay- 
lor and his associates in District 
One of the Pennsylvania Interschol- 
astic Athletic Association until now 
liave merited respect and commend- 
ation for a job well done. 

Why, then, this sudden verbal 
Wast against high school students, 
their parents and friends? Accord- 
ing to the memorandum accom- 
* panying the PIAA press release, 
Dr. Taylor and his henchmen be- 
lieve conditions arc growing worse 
.. ."because of too free use of liquor, 
loose money and a tendency toward 
Setting." 

Copies of the release, emanating 
from Dr. Taylor's office in Ritten- 
house Junior High, Norristown, 
were sent to 100 member PIAA 
schools in Delaware, Chester, Mont- 
gomery and Bucks counties. They 
also were sent to daily and weekly 
newspapers throughout the Phila- 
delphia district, so the so-called con- 
ditions may merit "editorial or oth- 
er attention through your pages." 
According to these short- 
sighted PIAA officials, who for- 
get that funds derived from 
football games pay the freight 
for most other scholastic 
sports, the subject was dis- 
cussed at a District One com- 
mittee meeting on October 23. 
Members were qtfite disturbed, 
to hear them tell it, by the in- 
creasing number of reports of 
thousands of undesirable con- 
duct at football games. 
They cited "examples of boister- 
ousness, rowdyism, altercations and 
near riots which were not quelled 
by police." They charged that 
principals of many schools had neg- 
lected to provide adequate police 
protection. 

Furthermore, cry these- PIAA vig- 
ilantes, "there have been cases of 
crowds surrounding the playing 
field, obstruction the view of all 
oilier spectators and encroaching on 
the field of play, creating a situation 
in which serious injury may devel- 
op." The host school, they pointed 
out, may be held responsible, both 
morally — and here's where it hurts 
—financially for such situations. 
A sportswriter for a Philadel- 
phia daily asked Dr. Taylor to 
cite some specific instances 
when these charges were blithe- 
ly tossed about. The District 
One chairman replied that he 
could name no schools where 
such hannenings had occurred, 
but the PIAA "feared that such 
situations might develop." 
There have been untoward inci- 
dents in some high school games. 
Spectators admittedly have gotten 
out of hand when traditional rivals 
meet. Witness the riots which 
marred Collingdale-Darby High 
games a few years back. 

It's true, too, that onlookers 
sometimes overflow from the stands 
onto the fringe of the field in certain 
PIAA games. That occurred a 
couple weeks ago, when Lower 
Merion met Haverford High at 
Brookline. 

But spectators didn't venture close 
until the final few minutes, and they 
probably wouldn't have been there 
at all if the Haverford stands could 
have accommodated the crowd of 
some 6000. 

Is that sufficient cause to charge 
spectators with drinking too freely 
and inciting to riot? And what if 
adult onlookers do lay a couple of 
bob on the outcome. Dr. Taylor 
might as well become reconciled to

Women Veteran Aid 

Approximately two-thirds of 
women veterans of World War II, 
former member* of the WAC, 
WAVES, SPARs or Marines, have 
•plied for VA benefits either for 
readjustment allowances or educa- 
tion and training. Veteran's ad- 
ministration announces. 

Chief difficulty of the woven vet- 
erans, according to a survey, is 
gaining recognition of their status 
as veterans. 

Most of the women are slower to 
take jobs than men. They do not 
want to return to former jobs but 
to tise skills acquired in the serv- 
ices. Only a few women have ap- 
plied for home or business loans. 
According to the survey, SO per 
cent of the women veterans have 
applied for and received readjust- 
ment allowances and 16 per cent 
of these have drawn the allowance 
for more than 10 weeks, which is a 
considerably higher percentage than 
the rate shown in a similar survey 
of male veterans, where only nine 1 
per cent have drawn readjustment 
allowance for more than 10 pay- 
ments in the first four months after 
discharge.

Q. When my husband was dis- 
charged from the army on Febru- 
ary 2, 1946, he joined the enlisted 
reserve corps, at which time he was 
informed that he might go back on 
active duty at any time with his 
old rating and with the same family 
allotments.

A. Furloughs do not come to 
soldiers arbitrarily. They are 
granted by their commanding offi- 
cers, as a privilege. It seems your 
brother took his own furloughs. 
It will be entirely up to his record 
and to his commanding officer 
whether or not he gets paid.

The office, which serves northeast- 
en Delaware County and Lower 
Merion Township, recorded 134 new 
applications for veterans' benefits dur- 
ing the week ending October 10. 
Only 34 of these applications were 
new. Between September 12 and 
October 10, the total number of vet- 
cranj receiving benefits decreased 
from 3844 to 2395. 

Paganelli stated that the decrease 
of veterans' claims in this area fol 
lowed the return of many veterans to 
school. Many, too, he said, had re- 
ceived employment. He said that of 
those receiving jobs through the Up- 
per Darby office during the past 
month, 70 percent were veterans. 

In order to accelerate veteran em- 
ployment, Paganelli said that the 
Employment Service must know the 
opportunities available in each com- 
munity. 

He urged employers to list openings 
with the Bureau so that veterans 
may be told at once of possibilities 
in their immediate area.

Lone carried out his assignment in 
the face of intense naval and shore 
antiaircraft fire scoring a direct hit 
on a large merchant ship which was 
completely destroyed. His outstand- 
ing airmanship, gallantry and devo- 
tion to duty reflect the highest credit 
upon Lt. (jg) DeLone and the U. S. 
Naval Service."
